We recommend using sterilized soil and it should 
not be fertilized. Dust seeds with Proliferol or Hormo-Root before sowing.

NOTE—On important items, we have noted the approximate number of seeds per ounce which may be helpful 
in ordering. For example: Sweet Peas—350 S means 350 seeds per ounce. However, this does not mean that you will 
get that many plants. Under favorable germinating conditions, most large seeds may germinate fifty to sixty per cent. 


Nature in seeds is just the same as in people—no two exactly alike. Some items like Centaurea Candidissima, never 
germinate better than 20 to 30%. Common Petunias or Marigolds 80 to 95%. Yet, within the same group there may 


be a few as low as 60% from same years’ crop. 


A good many growers consider it best to order at least double the quantity of seeds for the plants*they desire. It 
is good business to have more seedlings than needed, rather than to be short. The cost of seed is little compared to 


other considerations.
